THRILLING escape at sea. 

Constant Battle with Sharks in Row 
of 200 Miles. 

San Francisco.—A voyage of 200 
miles by oar, almost destitute of pro¬ 
visions and water, and pursued by a 
school of giants sharks that day and 
night threatened momentarily to cap 
size the craft and devour Its occu¬ 
pants, was the experience of Capt. 
Sam £Iarris and four South Sea Is], 
auders, who composed the crew of 
the little trading schooner Victor, 
wrecked on Apataki Island. Apataki 
is 200 miles from Papeete, the Port of 
Tahiti. 

This is a tale of the sea brought by 
tbe liner Mariposa, just arrived, 
which left Papeete on the day Capt. 
Ha-ris and his men landed there, 
em - hated and nearly crazed, but stiH 

alive. 

t hen the Victor struck the reef, 
the shipwrecked crew barely had 
time to put off in the boat for their 
long voyage, made without a com¬ 
pass and no sail, with one day’s pro¬ 
visions on board and half a dozen co- 
coanuts.

PRESIDENTS r VACATIONs! 

Roosevelt Has Travelled more Miles 
than any ot his Predecessors. 

The presidents have been accus¬ 
tomed to spend more or less of their 
,time away from Washington, al- 
-t-hough once in the history of the 
counlry the lower House of Congress 
took upon itself to criticise the chief 
executive for his absence from 
Washington. The criticism consisted 
an asking the president what execu¬ 
tive acts were performed by chief 
executives while they were away from 
the capital. 

The House that asked the question 
was Democratic. The president of 
whom the inquiry was -made was 
Grant- The act grew out of partisan 
feeling. It was considered good 
politics by the opposition at the 
time. 

As a matter of record presidential 
vacations began in the administra¬ 
tion of Washington. Investigation 
shows that the Father of his Country 
in the eight years of his office took 
181 days to himself. 

The c juntry at that time did not 
offer the same inducements in the 
way of travel as now. It is not 
mentioned anywhere, so far as in¬ 
vestigation has extended, that Wash, 
ington suggested any deduction from 
his pay for the time he was on his 
jaunts. 

Adams, the first, beat-the travel¬ 
ing record of his predecessors. 
While he was in office only one term, 
he was away from the seat of govern¬ 
ment altogether one year and twenty 
-days, or more than one-fourth of the 
time for which he was chosen. 

Jefferson was a good deal of an 
absentee. Unless the figures in his 
case are wrong, he was away from 
the capital 796 times in the eight 
years of his administration. 

Monroe, in whose term there was

the people than in more recent years, 
did a good deal more knocking 
about than the presidents since the 
Civil war. 

Lincoln, by reason of the war was 
forced t.o remain in and about the 
capital more closely than other presi¬ 
dents. After Lincoln’s death Jolln 
son made his famous swing around, 
the circle, for which he was censured 
by the country generally, as ips 
travels were unmistakably for politi 
cal purposes. 

Grant made several trips while he 
he was president. Hayes made few. 
Arthur was the first president to go 
»nto the far West. During part of 
•his visit he, like Roosevelt, disap¬ 
peared for a few days from the cor¬ 
respondents when he went into the 
depths of Yellowstone Park, 

In Cleveland’s first administration 
he went fishing to one of the inland 
lakes of Wisconsin, In his Second 
administration he made several brief 
trips and hunted ducks frequently. 

Harrison who came between the 
two administrations of Cleveland 
made a swing through the South and 
later made a rapid jCurney through 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and Mis¬ 
souri. During that trip he ad¬ 
dressed the Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public of Illinois, laid the cornet- 
stone of a college building at Gales¬ 
burg; dedicated a corn palace in 
Iowa, attended a Grand Atwy *of the 
Republic review- at Topeka,-Kahiai,' 


Swallowing Tacks. 

I felt so sorry for my friend, not 
only because she lost her little child 
and missed her so much, but because 
it seemed so avoidable. 

The little thing swallowed three 
carpet tacks, and then the mother 
gave a dose of castor oil. This 
only complicated matters, and forc¬ 
ed the tacks through the wall of the 
stomach. 

Years ago I swallowed several 
tacks, and the doctor ma-de me chew 
quantities of slippery elm bark to a 
pulp and swallow it. This was kept 
up at intervals until all the tacks 
had passed the bowels. The elm 
bark formed a slippery covering 
around the tacks. During the time 
as little liquid as possible was swal¬ 
lowed. 

If a small child swallows tacks, 
glass, nutshells, pennies or other 
foreign substances, and is too small 
to chew the bark, get the ground 
bark and mix with a very little 
water and feed to the child as much 
as possible for the first three hours. 
Have seen this tried in four cases 
and every time it proved a success.

All Out. 

The Grand Trunk railway ma 
chinists from Montreal to Port 
Huron, Mich., are out on strike. 
Twenty-five hundred men are in¬ 
volved. Second Vice Piesident 
Champion of the international asso¬ 
ciation said Monday: 

’'Our men are out solid from Mon¬ 
treal to Port Huron. We have used 
every means at our disposal to make 
a settlement; but failed, so there was 
nothing left for us but to fight for 
what we consider our rights. 

We simply ask the company for 
a signed agreement regulating the 
hours of work, wages, apprentices 
and the adjustment of differences 
between the men and officials when 
it occurs. 

“While the original request asked 
for an indtqase of two cents, the 
fight is not on that proposition. 
That would be an after considera¬ 
tion if the company 'would only give 
us a working agreement.” 


$50,000 Fire at Wells. 

A loss estimated at between 
000 and $50,000 had been' cabled 
Monday by the forest fire which brpke 
out Sunday on the Outskirts* .of 
Wells. Farmers and section hands on 
the Boston & Maine railroad who 
fought the flames Sunday night-re¬ 
turned to their homes at 2.30 o'clock 
Monday morning thinking that -the 
fire was out, but later it was found 
that the fire was burning more fierce¬ 
ly than before. The town house, 
which happened to be unoccupied, 
was burned as were also a uumber of 
lumber camps and 700,000 ft. of saw¬ 
ed lumber.

Section employe; on the 
Western division were order, to as¬ 
sist the fire fighters. It was !y by 
the combined efforts of these men 
that half a million feet of cut wood 
and four buildings were saved from 
destruction.
